the responsibility of a publication 
(such as Modern Pink) in regards 
to censorship. 

A publisher's job is not an easy 
one, mostly due to the 
impossibility of pleasing all the 
people all of the time. You simply 
can't do it, yet this is just what a 
publisher has to do, day in and 
day out. If you get your advertisers 
mad at you, youll have no 
financial base upon which to build 
your magazine. If you upset your 
contributors, the magazine will 
have nothing in it. If you lose your 
readership, the magazine no longer 
has a raison d'etre. 


Publishers regularly struggle 
with such issues as libel and good 
taste versus the writer's freedom of 
speech; they must tackle the 
question of "Where does 
disallowing inappropriate content 
end and censorship begin?"; and 


they must decide for themselves 
where to draw lines. 

Modern Pink, like all 
magazines, has had its share of 
content controversies: a stink was 
raised over the term "f--- ya" 
being used in a review column; a 
joke ad in the personals almost 
resulted in the loss of a major 
advertiser. Yet —- if Jim said no to 
either of these entries, would it 
constitute censorship? Or just 
good (or bad) editing? 

So where does one draw the 
line? S.J. Robinson's now 
infamous short story "Staccato" 
("She looked hot and f---able...") 
brought forth a fair bit of 
discussion and offended several 
people -- was Modern Pink 
battling censorship by printing it? 

On the other hand, Jim turned 
down the offer to print a critically- 
acclaimed essay (written in the 
manner of Liz Zsuffa's "Demented 
Things" column). Was this 
censorship or editorial perogative? 

The point is, it's never easy to 
decide just what to put in a 
Magazine, particularly one with a 
focus such as Modern Pink's. 

Ya just gotta do your best, and 
let the chips fall where they may.

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FEDS OVERTURN GAY RIGHTS RULING

On April 13, 1989, the Canadian 
Human Rights Commission's _ tribunal 
handed down a ruling which concluded 
homosexual couples could legally be 
considered families. 

This landmark ruling -- hailed as "a 
progressive and enlightening decision" by 
gays and "a threat to the family" by 
conservative organizations -- was a result 
of a complaint lodged with the CHRC by a 
Federal Treasury Board employee. 

The complainant, Brian Mossop, told 
the iGURG = hem) hadi abeens denied 
bereavement leave to attend the funeral of 
his lover's father in June, 1985. 

At the time of the incident, Mossop 
and his lover, Ken Popert, had been living 
together for nine years. 

The CHRC tribunal sided with 
Mossop, saying he had been 
discriminated against on the basis of his 
‘family status'. The case was fought on 
the issue of family status because the 
Canadian Human Rights Act does not 
provide protection against discrimination 
based on sexual orientation. 

The Treasury Board and Mossop's 
union -- the Canadian Union of 
Professional and Technical Employees - 
were ordered to cease applying provisions 
of their collective agreement in a 
discriminatory matter. 
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The ruling also said the collective 
agreement had to be amended so that a 
person of the same sex -- who except for 
his sex would meet the definition of 
common-law spouse -- be considered a 
common-law spouse for the purposes of 
bereavement leave. 

Mossop was also to have a vacation 
day reinstated and a $500 settlement. 

After considering the verdict, the 
Treasury Board appealed the ruling to the 
Federal Court of Appeal. 

On July 4, 1990, the Federal Court of 


Appeal overturned the CHRC's 
judgement, saying the term "family 
status" did not extend to Homosexual 


couples. In its 3-O ruling, the court said 
Mossop's complaint was actually one 
based on sexual orientation, not family 
status, and that it was up to the House of 
Commons to determine whether sexual 
orientation sould be included in human 
rights legislation. 

So far it hasn't. 

The inclusion of a sexual orientation 
clause into the Canadian Human Right 
Act, is painfully overdue. The federal 
government lags far behind four 
provincial governments -- Quebec (under 
the Parti Quebecois) passed such an 
amendment in 1977; Ontario in 1986; 
and Manitoba and the Yukon in 1987.

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GAYS REACT TO VIOLENCE 


RIOT COPS BUST DEMONSTRATIONS

MONTREAL -- A demonstration of about 
250 gays and lesbians protesting police 
actions was broken up July 16 by 50 
riot-equipped Montreal Urban 
Community (MUC) officers. 

Forty-eight men and women were 
charged with refusing to circulate, 
mischief, and disturbing the peace in the 
15-minute incident outside MUC Station 
25 in downtown Montreal. 

The demonstrators were protesting 
MUC's raid of a private party on La 
Gauchetiere St. the previous morning. In 


that incident, 30 officers -- some not 
wearing their obligatory MUC 
identification -- broke up a crowd of 


about 400 people. Police arrested nine 
people. 

MUC said they were acting on a 
suspicion that liquor was being sold 
illegally. 

Three representatives from the city's 
gay and lesbian community met with 
police officials to deliver several demands 
during the July 16 incident. While the 
meeting was in progress, the crowd 
outside the station spread out to block 


traffic on St. Mathieu St. 
Maisonneuve St., chanting 
terrorists" and other slogans. 
The delegation emerged about 20 
minutes later to tell the crowd the 
demands -- that all those arrested in the 
La Gauchetiere St. incident be cleared of 
all charges, that an inquiry be established 
to look into the incident, and that the 
MUC police minority-relations committee 
be enlarged to include at least one gay or 
lesbian seat -- had been rejected. 
Jean-Rene ‘Tremblay, temporary 
director of Station 25, explained to 
reporters only one demand -- that 
charges be dropped —- had been rejected.

The remaining two were. still under 
consideration. 
Tremblay did not offer any 


explanation of why some MUC officers 
had not been wearing identification while 
on duty. 

Montreal's gay and lesbian 
community plans to hold a rally July 29 
to "maintain pressure on uniformed and 
political authorities until intentions result 
in action."

GAYS RELUCTANT TO REPORT VIOLENCE

One of the problems the Calgary 
Police Service faces in dealing with "gay- 
bashing" is the fact many incidents are 
simply not reported. 

"A lot of gays are reluctant to phone 
in," says Sgt. Nick Serrao. "Sometimes it's 
a third party who notifies us. 

Serrao, a 16-year veteran who has 
commanded Zone 1-5 for 18 months, 
says while the Calgary Police Service 
doesn't compile statistics on  gay- 
bashings, he believes these incidents 
haven't been on the increase. "Ten years 
ago, it was a fairly regular occurrence -- 
especially in the Central Park-Parkside 
area," he says. "But I think these 
incidents are on the decrease, and that 
this year is an average year. 


"You'll probably find many incidents 
in the 600-block of 13th Ave -- there 
aren't too many people who don't know 
that area are where the hustlers are."" 


Serrao's zone runs from 4th St. to 
14th St. and from 10th Ave. to 17th Ave. 
He has 20 officers under his command. 


The risk of identification can play a 
major part in gays reluctance to call 
police. 

"The victim has a legitimate fear of 
being identified as a homosexual," Serrao 
says. "He or she would have no guarantee 
that information wouldn't come out in 
court." 

But he also says if an incident 
happened in an area _ outside the 
traditional Beltline clubs, the fact it was a 
gay-bashing might not be as important. 

Identifying gay-bashers can also be 
extremely difficult Serrao says. "The 
description is often poor," he says. "There 
is also often more than one attacker." 

The Calgary Police Service has 
established an informal dialogue with gay 
organizations within the city. "I've talked 
to a couple of different organizations in 
town," Koch says. "I have talked on an 
informal basis to the Calgary Lesbian and 
Gay Political Action Guild (CLAGPAG)." 

Serrao says there is little the Calgary 
Police Service can do unless a complaint 
is received. "The most important step is to 
phone in."

WHEN YOU LEAVE THE CLUB...

Some think perpetrators of violence 
against gay men are actually fighting their 
own latent homosexuality. 

Whatever the reason, violence against 
gay men is a very real threat, and 
incidents are occuring with an alarming 
frequency in Edmonton and Calgary, as 
well as other cities that have indentifiable 
gay populations. 

In the last few weeks, reports of 
violence against men in Calgary and 
Edmonton have increased-some of the 
victims being quite badly beaten. 

While most incidents do happen in the 
late hours following last call in gay clubs, 
incidents are also common in early 
afternoon hours, and can catch most 
people completely off guard. 

"Bob," a Calgary man, was recently 
chased by a car full of "heads" while 
walking to work on a Sunday afternoon. 

"It was a complete’ surprise-they 
stopped and asked me for the time, the 
next thing I knew, I was running for my 
life," he says. "It was very scary." 

A few simple precautions you can take 
against "gay bashings" are: 


1. Stay out of alleys and off dark 
side streets when walking alone. 

2. If you're leaving a bar at night, 
never leave alone-especially if your 
walking home, or your car is parked more 
than a short distance away. 

3. Never carry a weapon! In most 
cases, attackers are not alone. A weapon 
could easily be used against you. Don't 
supply them with another weapon. 

4. When in potentially dangerous 
situations, carry a compressed air horn in 
your hand. These are available at 
Canadian Tire and Radio Shack stores, 
and are very loud when used. 

5. If calling for help, scream FIRE 
-—- studies have shown that people are far 
more liklely to respond to this than a call 
for "help." 

6. Carry a whistle, and know how 
to use it. This tip from Vancouver 
suggests carrying a whistle whenever ina 
dangerous situation. If you encounter a 
problem, blow the whistle in short blasts, 
as if to be calling "help." If you hear 
someone signaling for help, figure out 
where the signal is coming from, and get

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NATIONAL AIDS STRATEGY: 
AIDS CALGARY RESPONDS

AIDS Calgary has a mixed reaction to 
Ottawa's recently-announced national 
AIDS strategy, its executive director says. 

"We're pleased health minister Perrin 
Beatty has at last placed a greater 
emphasis in government on dealing with 
AIDS/HIV," Dan Holinda says. 

The strategy, announced June 28, 
allocates $112 million on HIV/AIDS 
projects over the next three years. These 
monies are in addition to those made 
available through provincial transfer 
payments. 

$38 million is earmarked for 1990-1. 

Holinda says the allocation of the 
1990-1 funds raises concerns at AIDS 
Calgary. "Of the $38 million available, 
only $8 million -- or 21 per cent -- of 
funding is shared by all the Canadian 
community based and non-governmental 
agencies," he says. "This is matched 
against the almost $4 million -- or ten 
per cent —- of funding that is allocated to 
running the federal program." 

Among Health and Welfare Canada's 
projects are the allocation of $6 million to 
establish an national treatment 
information system, $10 million on an 
HIV Clinical Trials Network to test new 
anti-HIV and AIDS drugs, an additional 
$6 million for community-based and non 
governmental organizations, and_ the 
creation of an AIDS Secretariat to 


enhance coordination within federal 
departments. 

Holinda says while the objectives of 
the strategy -- the halting of HIV 
transmission, support and the search for 
effective cures, and the funding for 
research and pilot projects -- are clear, 
AIDS Calgary wants changes to make the 
strategy more effective. 

"The strategy needs a stronger emphsis 
on eliminating discrimination," Holinda 
says. "Specifically, we urge the minister to 
urge government to add_ sexual 
orientation to all human rights codes as 
one way to address rampant homophobia. 

Currently only Quebec, Manitoba, 
Ontario, and the Yukon prohibit 
discrimination on the basis of sexual 
orientation. 

"There must also be assurances that 
all persons will have access to clinical 
trials without discrimination and at 
minimal or no _ cost.and that’ the 
biomedical research process must be 
accelerated." 

Holinda also wants Beatty to pressure 
Ottawa to reform Canada's immigration 
policy. "We want to ask the minister to 
help eliminate the current regulations 
and laws that restrict immigration and 
travel into Canada by people living with 
HIV/AIDS," he says.

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TORONTO PERFORMER EXPLORES 
GAY SEXUALITY IN THE AIDS ERA

Toronto's David MacLean doesn't give 
easy answers. One gets the feeling he just 
doesn't believe in them. 


And, as an actor, director and video 
maker, MacLean is one of the few gay 
artists in the country who isn't an artist 
who just happens to be gay - a kind of 
auxiliary adjective to be avowed or 
disavowed, but never used as an identity 
from which to create art. 

Rather, MacLean's work in video and 
performance draws very personally, from 
the questions and concerns of living as a 
gay man in these homophobic, AIDS 
frightened times. 

"My work has explored issues of what 
I perceive to be gay sexuality in crisis as a 
result of AIDS," says MacLean. 

"How gay men seek to evaluate and 
redefine their social, cultural, and sexual 
identities in this difficult time in history is 
the basis for my material." 

MacLean will bring this personal 
approach to Calgary in his acclaimed 
one-man show Quarantine of the Mind, 
for the first time August 17 & 18 when he 
plays the Pump House Theatre. This will 
be his third stop on a cross—Canada tour 
sponsored by the Canada Council Touring 
Office. 

"This tour has presented a wonderful 
opportunity of continuing to develop 
material based on and rooted in personal 
and community experience," says 
MacLean. 
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Appearing in the guise of a number of 
characters, he challenges us to take a 
long look at the truth about ourselves as 
gay men. 

"My mandate as an artist," says 
MacLean, "has been to approach a truth 
about myself and how I view society... the 
most brave action can sometimes be to 
simply begin the process of questioning 
oneself." 


MacLean has been active over the past 
several years in several facets of the arts. 

In Toronto last year MacLean 
produced and directed American Robert 
Chesley's provactive play about the 
telephone relationship between two gay 
men, Jerker. 


He has- also_ produced __ several 
independant videotapes dealing with the 
gay experience, which have played 


festivals in San Francisco, Chicago, Los 
Angeles, and London, England. 

Lately, however, he has moved away 
from video and back to performance. 


"There is such a fine line between it 
working and not working, its like walking 
a tightrope," says MacLean of the 
experience of performance. 

Perhaps it is the intensity of walking 
this tightrope and the very personal 
inspiration which have spurred MacLean 
to produce an admirably authentic 
performance. You see, Quarantine, like 
our lives and their complex questions, is a 
constantly evolving piece. It does not ask 
simple questions, nor, thankfully, does it 
offer easy answers.

SEXUAL ABUSE — WHAT'S ALL THE FUSS ABOUT? 


For the past ten years, the term 
‘sexual abuse’ has become an increasingly 
-familiar topic for media attention. While 
it may appear to be a 'new’ phenomenon, 
it is not. 

For generations, the reality of sexual 
abuse has been well hidden. The sudden 
exposure of the problem has offered 
freedom for many adult survivors of 
sexual abuse to come forward and begin 
to address the residual effects of such a 
trauma. Still others walk around with a 
certain sense of "dis-ease" in their daily 
lives, not really sure of the roots of their 
discomfort and not connecting it to past 
events. 

There are many common questions 
asked about sexual abuse. We will ask a 
few of them and try to begin to answer 
them. Perhaps you have questions too!? 

What exactly is sexual abuse? I 
mean, sure, I had sex with my piano 
teacher when I was nine, but I really 
wanted to. 

Well, sexual abuse involves any 
sexual contact between and adult and a 
child. A child is incapable of giving 
informed consent to sexual activity. 


Sexual abuse can include sexual 
contact between family members- 
including siblings-between older and 
younger children (friends, neighbors, 


relatives), where there is an age difference 


or sexual knowledge difference. It also 
includes any unwanted sexual contact; or 
photography of a sexual nature involving 
minors; verbal sexual innuendo; or sexual 
assault. Sexual abuse is any sexual act 
between a child (O-18 years) and an older 
person which makes us feel 
uncomfortable or vulnerable. A sexual act 
involves everything from anal or vaginal 
intercourse (including simulation) to 
fondling and inappropriate touching 
and/or kissing. 

So what if I were sexually abused, 
how could that possibly affect me 
now? 

There is no easy answer to this 
question. Sexual abuse effects our lives in 
many ways. Most sexual abuse takes 
place within a family context. The 
majority of us are abused by a parent, 
uncle/aunt, grandparent, cousin’ or 
sibling. In these cases the breach of trust 
is devastating. A child feels much 
insecurity in being unable to leave or stop 
the abuse. The results can be _ the 
development of many creative coping 
mechanisms which may not continue to 
be useful in the adult world. These could 
be drug/alcohol problems; inability to 
maintain strong relationships, multiple 
abusive relationships; rigidity which 
prevents us from feeling comfortable to 
try new things; poor self esteem and 
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difficulties espressing ourselves verbally 
and emotionally. These are just a few 
ways it can effect us. 

In cases where sexual abuse has 
happened outside the family, such as a 
sexual assault by a stranger or a 
babysitter molesting a child, many of the 
same issues will be felt by the adult 
survivor. These effects will be more 
pronounced if the family blames the 
child/adolescent for the incident or if 
counselling was not provided at the time. 

Many children do not feel they can tell 
anyone about the sexual abuse. They may 
believe it is their fault and are fearful if 
they tell they will be blamed. Other 
children believe something bad _ will 
happen as a result. this is particularly 
true if the abuser threatened the child. 
Still other children deny that the abuse 
ever happened or block it out of their 
memory. 

All of these children grow into adults 
who continue to feel bound to secrecy, 
which can show itself in a _ lifestyle 
characterized by self-abuse, discontent 
and dissatisfaction in general.

Am I a homosexual because of 
what happened to me as a child? 

This has to be one of the single 
biggest myths with regards to 
homosexuality. We do not become 
homosexual as a result of a negative 
experience in our lives. Currently 
research on sexual abuse indicates that 
one in four women and one in six men 
(Finklehor, 1986) will be sexually abused 
before the age of 18. Other research 
indicates that one in ten of us will be 
homosexually-oriented. These figures just 
don't jive. If they did, then clearly 25% of 
the population would be gay or lesbian. 
While this would be nice, it just simply 
isn't the case! 

This would also mean the entire gay 
and lesbian community could have had to 
be sexually abused. Which again, isn't 
true. The same 'one in four and one in six’ 
figures are likely to bear up in our 
community as well. 

Homosexuality is not caused by an 
event but is a part of who we are. We do 
not assume that heterosexuality is caused 
- it just is. Homosexuality is no different. 
Therefore it is likely true that if you are 
truly homosexual and enter therapy to 
deal with an abusive past, you will not 
discover you are heterosexual when the 
‘problem’ is resolved. 

Will I ever be able to forget what's 
happened to me? 

The answer is no, you won't. What 
you will be able to do is resolve the past 
so that it no longer gets in your way. It's 
important to know that you can deal with 
memories and begin to build a brighter, 
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happier future. As you do this, those 
awful memories will be balanced by good 
ones of your own making. This is the 
balance that will be achieved by 
confronting the past and dealing with it. 

So what should I do? 

The best answer is to seek 
professional help to assist you in putting 
past experiences into a better perspective. 
Whoever you’ see should be_ gay 
postive/gay aware and have a good grasp 
of how sexual abuse impacts our lives. 
The counsellor needs to be someone you 
feel comfortable with. When we _ see 
people, we recommend that they pay 
attention to how they feel for a few 
sessions and if they are uncomfortable, 
we'll help them find someone they can be 
comfortable with. Treatment for this issue 
is usually a minimum of 8-12 months, 
sometimes a little longer. While this may 
seem like a long time, think about how 
long you have been struggling alone to 
resolve the discontent. In that context, 
the time taken to feel better isn't really 
that long. 

We recommend the following books as 
a starting point to further explore this 
issue. (1) Outgrowing the Pain, Elaini 
Gill. (2) Courage To Heal, Laura Davis. 
(3)Victims No Longer, Mike Lew.

others to join you. When 
you get close to the sound, 
blow your whistles in long 
hard blasts to signal your 
arrival, possibly scaring 
away the attackers before 
you get there.

The federal 
government must also 
address the issue of prison 
inmates infected by the 
disease, Holinda says. 
"Ottawa must start now to 
acknowledge AIDS in the 
prison system," he says. 
"Programs must be 
implemented to reduce 
HIV transmission and 
protect the rights of 
inmates living with 
HIV/AIDS." 


Vancouver police 
report that this has 
prevented many serious 
injuries, but it can only 
work in other cities if 
people are aware, and 
carry their whistles ready 
to respond when someone 
needs help. 


Holinda says while 
funding provided by the 
national AIDS strategy is a 
welcome addition, further 
financial committment 
from government is 
needed. "Front-line 
groups such as AIDS 
Calgary simply need more 
money to meet the growing 
needs of people," he says. 
"One case worker at AIDS 
Calgary carries a case load 
of over 70 people, a case 
load far exceeding those in 
other service agencies. 

"Prevention of HIV 
requires much more than 
a few brouchures and a 
workshop or two."

Africa’ Ss chief censor, , 1978. 


Okay, you folks thought I had strong 
feelings on the subject of gay pride? Well, 
you ain't heard nothin' yet. Just wait ‘til 
you've heard me diatribe on the topic of 
censorship. 

I cannot abide censorship. I will not 
tolerate someone else telling me what I 
can and cannot think; which opinions I 
can and cannot express. I consider my 
freedom of speech to be a fundamental 
and inalienable right, even if the 
Canadian Criminal Code thinks otherwise 
(more on that later). Telling me that I am 
not allowed to write about such-and- 
such is akin to telling me: "So you've gota 
right arm. Just don't do anything with it." 
Unacceptable. Totally Unacceptable. 

So what is this’ thing called 
censorship, anyways? To begin with, it's 
the act of a censor. 

As for what a censor is, Webster's 
Third New _ International Dictionary 
defines this person as "an _ official 
empowered to examine written or printed 
matter...in order to forbid publication, 
circulation, or representation if it 
contains something objectionable." 


Random House is a little more blunt 
in calling the censor a "faultfinder." 

The history of censorship is long and 
varied. In AD 35, Roman Emperor 
Caligula had Homer's The Odyssey 
suppressed because of the Greek ideals of 
freedom it expressed. 

William Tyndale was burned at the 
stake in 1536 for translating the New 
Testament. 

Shakespeare's King Lear was banned 
from the British stage from 1788 to 1820. 

Because it was concerned only with 
"middle class rabbits," Beatrix Potter's 
The Tale of Peter Rabbit was recently 
removed from schools in London, 
England. 

Closer to home, RCMP officers seized 
The Hoax of the Twentieth Century from 
the University of Calgary library as 
recently as August, 1984. 

Not a good start, is it? 

From a gay perspective, all of the 
following books (among many others) 
have at one point or another been either 
banned or challenged: 

Hey Dollface (D. Hautzig, 1978) 


Se ee eee rs 
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ce 


Homosexual Matrix (C. A. Tripp, 
1975) 

Gay: What You Should Know About 
Homosexuality (M. Hunt, 1977); one 
objection was "Homosexuality is not in 
our school so why do we have a book like 
that?") 

Rubyfruit Jungle (Rita Mae Brown, 
1973) 

A Way of Love, 
(Frances Hanckel, 1979) 

All of Oscar Wilde's works, including 
his children's books. 

What the censors are telling us is that 
we are not allowed to read these books, 
and that this severing of our access to 
information is for our own good. 

Sure. 

Since when will reading a copy of The 
Picture of Dorian Gray turn one into a 
flaming faggot? For that matter, since 
when will reading a copy of The Tale of 
Peter Rabbit turn one into a middle- 
class rabbit? 

It gets worse. 

The Canadian Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms gives us the "freedom of 
thought, belief, opinion and expression, 
including freedom of the press and other 
media of communication." Except, of 
course, in such cases as Sedition, libel, 
public mischief and obscenity. Isn't 
"limiting freedom" pretty much a 
contradiction in terms? 

Hop to sections S-163 - S-169 of 
your handy-dandy Pocket Criminal Code 
(you all have one, I assume). These are 
the sections that deal with censorship. 
You'll find them under the heading 
"Offences Tending to Corrupt Morals." It's

scary to consider how vague these laws 
are in defining such terms as "obscenity," 
and how open these laws are to having 
anybody anywhere drawing their own 
lines wherever the hell they feel like. (As 
an aside, a disproportionate amount of 
space is devoted to the topic of "crime 
comics." Careful, boys and girls, you 
could get busted for reading "Superman.") 

So how does this affect us? Well, as 
the quote at the beginning of the column 
said, we're letting other people make our 
minds up as to what we should and 
should not read. These are the people 
who've told us that we can't read such 
books as The Joy of Gay Sex, 
Panthology and Queer Poet Lives by 
refusing admission of these titles into 
Canada. 

I believe that basic human rights and 
freedoms are pretty much inalienable, 
except when these rights and freedoms 
infringe upon another's rights and 
freedoms. As such, I cannot accept such 
things as child pornography or "slash 
movies" (not the Hollywood "Nightmare on 
Elm Street" type; rather the real thing, of 
which too much actually exists). 

But don't you dare tell me that I can't 
look at a certain picture or read a certain 
book because Grandma Petunia down the 
street would be offended by it. 

That's what censorship is all about. 
And it's horribly wrong.

SEIKO - SEIKO (CBS) 


Well, the CBS ‘quick hit' machine has 
pumped out another piece of crap that 
will probably make them loads of money. 
This time, they've invested in Seiko, a 
Japaneese artist who has sold millions of 
records on that little island, and now they 
hopw she'll sell millions of records 
everywhere else. 

We must first make note of the cutesy 
album cover (gag) with Seiko curled up 
into a sexy, little ball of joy. This queasy 
cover is very forboding as it reveals much 
about what the album contains. 

We start our musical journey through 
hell with a poppy, little number called "All 
The Way To Heaven": a Candi-like dance 
song sprinkled with an electronic dance 
beat and synthesized chimes and little 
‘Tinker Bell’ noises. A cute love song with 
cute lyrics like "Just like a fantasy, your 
passion sets me free; your kiss is taking 
me all the way to Heaven." A fun song if 
you're a masochist. 

We are even treated to some insight 
into the complex mind of Seiko with such 
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forgettable songs as "Leave It Up To Fate," 
where Seiko tries to avoid a commitment 
with her boyfriend (an annoyingly 
repetative song), or "Goodbye My Baby" 
where we find a poor, little Seiko who is 
upset with her boyfriend who's not 
treating her with the respect she believes 
she deserves, and a common line is "My 
heart is not a plaything, Goodbye my 
baby, bye bye." : 

We are treated to a few guest stars on 
this little package of dung; including 
Jellybean who produces the simplistic 
song "Who's That Boy," about Seiko's 
life-threatening mission to discover ‘that’ 
boy's name. 

But the fun doesn't stop there. The 
god of annoying brat groups, Maurice 
Starr, also makes a guest appearance on 
three of the songs: "With Your Love" 
(another dull serenade to Seiko's ‘baby’, 
"He's So Good To Me' (Seiko's response to 
a friend warning her about her 'baby’), 
and the nightmare-provoking "The Right 
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Combination" (an atrocious duet with that 
talentless Donnie Wahlberg, and the rest 
of those demon-spawned New Kids On 
The Block doing the backup vocals: "And 
whenever you call, I'm there. Every 
stumble and fall, I'll share. I'll be yours 
through it all 'cause I care about you 
baby.") 

Finally, the soundtrack king, Georgio 
Moroder, makes an attempt to save this 
album with another agonizing song, 
"Halfway To Heaven," where we find the 
multi-talented Seiko attempting to do 
Madonna. This one is so bad that it is 
actually funny. 


For you ladies out there, you may 
want to check out the song, "Everybody 
Feels Alright," where Seiko finds herself 
confused about who her baby is this time 
(am I surprised?). "If she's got my love, 
she's got my future. Am I in love, or am I 
out to use her." 

If you're a big New Kids fan, this 
album is a must. It even contains the 
word baby over a dozen times! 

All this one is missing as a duet with 
Andrew Ridgely. 

Perhaps Seiko should go back to 
working in the factory.

DAYS OF THUNDER - VARIOUS ARTISTS (WEA) 


Tom Cruise (sigh) is back in an all- 
new adventure, and he has a new movie 
soundtrack to herald his arrival. 

We start with an inspiring number by 
David Coverdale (never heard of him 
before) called "The Last Note Of Freedom." 
A good Rock song with strong vocals that 
reminded me of Jimmy Barnes. This one 
starts with an innocent drum beat but 
builds to a rocking crescendo. 

Then comes John Waite's "Deal For 
Life." You may remember John's hit back 
in the eighties, "Missing You," and you 
may also remember his eventual downfall 
when he dragged his career through the 
toilet by guest-starring on one of those 
silly soap operas (oops, I've got to watch 
out for those personal opinions). Well, I've 
nicknamed this song "Tune From The 


Toilet," as it is dull, simple, and a fine 
reminder of what John has_ become: 
nothing. 

The third song is "Break Through The 
Barrier" by none other than Tina (nice 
legs for her age) Turner. This is a 
pleasant tune by Tina; her voice is as 
sultry as ever but the song seems to be 
lacking something: either a harder beat or 
a more striking chorus. She's capable of a 
lot better than this, but it's still Tina. 

Next comes Chicago's "Heart's In 
Trouble." This is a band that I usually 
abhor, finding their soppy love ballads a 
little too nauseating, but this song 
actually impressed me. "Heart's In 
Trouble" has a bit of oomf, quite unlike 
Chicago; filled with conviction in the 
vocals and a chorus tune that is hard- 
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hitting. This one will probably make it to 
the radio. 

Cher follows with "Trail Of Broken 
Hearts." I've always been a big fan of 
Cher's unique vocals (and attire), and this 
tune didn't let me down. It has a fast, 
knee-slapping beat, and will appeal to all 
of her fans. 

Guns And Roses redo an old Dylan 
tune, "Knockin On Heaven's Door," and 
surprisingly, do quite a good job. There's 
no mistake that Axel Rose is at the 
microphone, as he carries the song 
through a musical style similar to 
"Passion." A soft ballad that utilizes the 
best of Guns and Roses’ limited talents: 
excellent guitar work, and emotion filled 
vocals. There's even a cameo appearance 
by Tom Cruise on the telephone. This 
one's sure to be the big hit from the 
album. 

Elton John follows with "You Gotta 
Love Someone" (yes, Bernie wrote the 
lyrics). A soft piano ballad that fails to 
reach its full potential; settling with 
mediocre. Too bad, Elton. 


Then comes the gal who graced the 
"Streets OF Fire" soundtrack with "Never 
Be You," Maria McKee. She resurfaces on 
"Days Of Thunder" with the song "Show 
Me Heaven." This was definitely my 
favorite song on the album. It's a soft 
ballad that springs to life with Maria's 
powerful vocals tht almost reach an 
operatic peak. This is one of those songs 
that leave a lump in your throat the first 
time you hear it. Unfortunately, radio 
won't touch it. 

After the release of her last tacky 
album (The Hit List with that 
blasphemous rendition of "Dirty Deeds"), 
Joan Jett and the Blackhearts appear 
with a limp number called "Long Live The 
Night." Joan sounds bored as her voice 
fails to ‘kick in,’ but the guitar work is 
commendable and reminiscent of earlier 
works by the group. This song would be 
better placed on that atrocious "Light Of 
Day" soundtrack. 

Days of Thunder is a_ mediocre 
collection of really good, and really bad. 
Buy it at your own risk.

BLACK BOX - DREAMLAND (BMG) 


The cover of this album certainly gives 
insight to the contents. A scantily—-clad, 
black beauty, flooded with cool blue 
lights, and _ kneeling expectantly on 
dangerously high heels. Very hot. 

The album starts with the hard hitting 
"Everybody Everybody." A fast dance 
number with a heavy beat, and soul filled 
vocals that sets the pace for the rest of 
the album. 
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"I Don't Know Anybody Else" (Come 
On And Touch Me), follows, and 
maintains the energy and drive already 
established. If your feet aren't moving by 
this point, you must be dead. 

Then "Open Your Eyes" breaks in with 
a "Soul II Soul’ beat and an assault of 
vocals that is most pleasing. The gals are 
pissed off at a reluctant lover who refuses 
to surrender to love; not a new concept,
